Moscow Fumes Over Al-

MOBCOW, Aug. 7.—Publication of 
Tass news agency despatch from 


Vienna reporting that United States 
Secretary of Btate Stimson is alleged 
to have sent a secret note to the great 
powers concerning the creation of an 
international commission for untying 
the Soviet-Chinese railway tangle, has 
caused much comment there 

On July 25, Secretary Stimson was 
reported to have sent an identical 
note to the diplomatic representatives 
of Great Britain, France, Japan, Italy
